and vld-established mercantile firms of the 
city, with branches throughout the islands, 
were under time notica to leave these is- 
lands, $ never toreturn.’ 

Such absurd and ridiculous’ rumors would 
not have hoen worthy of notico -had they 
not been circulated su persistently, and 


with an apparent official eclor, But when 
it was rumored that a atenographer in the 
Adjutant General's oftice had told pf writ.

The despatch encloses eopies of cables 
from’ Captsin Bookmiller. and Lieut, 
Drurillard, the latter's Message —heing 
despatched trom the spot, in the absence of 
Captain, Bovkmiller, who had youe on in 
pursuit of tho savages. The despatch gives 
the strength of tho company massacred ns 
74, ‘which left another four men to be 
accounted for, but two men were ‘rescued 
when found drifting in barotos, which 
brings the number af escaped up to twenty- 
eight, thougl: it is fented there is now no 
hope of any nore ‘ survivors being heard 
from, i 

The despatch states that the attacking | 
foreo numbered some T60'men, and the at- 
tack was mado from twa sides of tho town, 
one force ef 25° entering through the con- 
Vent, in response to the riuging of the con- 
vent bells, another 200 entering from the 
other side, 

This Intter forex overpowered and killed: 
the guard, -aud got possessionof the arms 
before the men of Company C were aware 
of their approach, 

As Lieutenant Drurillard advanced, the 
Dandits flod, and ax they loft Uiey fired the 
quarters, and in the conHagration severs 
bodics were burned, as well as most of tho 
ratiuns, But the savages got away with 60 
tiles und twenty-five thousand ruunds of 
amnbenition. OF the rifles all but twe were 
in serviceable order, these two having had 
their bolts diawr.

‘The natives all fled in every direction 
as sven a5 the carnage commenced, but it 
is estimuted that 139, who were in no way 
cunnectod with thu attack were killed by 
the savages, as it is believed, on-aceount of 
bot joining them. 

Most of these details were supplied by 
some of those who escaped, but who had to 
pat up a hard fight before they were able 
Lo effect their escape, two of’ them dying 
subsequently from the-effeets of the wounds 
received.
